JEFFERSON CITY, June 21— 
Speedy legislative approval of 
six major appropriation bills was 
to be sought today after a com- 
promise yesterday of Senate and 
House differences on spending 
for mental health. The bills call 
for expenditures totaling $983,- 
342,807 in the next two years. 

A joint conference committee 
broke a deadlock late yesterday 
when it agreed to increase the 
allotment for mental hospitals 
and training schools by $2,400,000 
over the figures recommended 
by Gov. John M. Dalton and 
approved by the Senate. 

The additional money was put 
on a conditional basis, depend- 
ing on availability of new per- 
sonnel and other factors. It 
would be usable only with the 
Government’s specific approval. 

Seeks Quick Action. 

Senator J. F. Patterson 
(Dem.), Caruthersville, Appro- 
priations Committee chairman, 
said he planned to seek Senate 
passage of the compromise bills 
today, so they can be acted on 
promptly by the House and sent 
to the Governor before the end 
of the week. 

Patterson pointed out = that 
quick action is essential because 
the bills carry funds to finance 
state government for the two- 
year period beginning July 1. 

The key issue in the fight on 
appropriations centered on the 
Senate’s refusal to approve 
House increases in mental health 
funds amounting to $5,434,654 
more than Gov. Dalton recom- 
mended in his executive budget. 

Under the compromise, the 
division of mental diseases and 
its seven institutions will receive 
basic operating funds of $50,- 
895,696, the amount recommend- 
ed by the Governor and ap- 
proved by the Senate. However,

MOSCOW, June 21—The Soviet | 
Union and Communist China 
have signed a new agreement 
for economic, scientific and | 
technical co-operation.

Kuo Cho-Sin, vice chairman of | 
Peiping's state planning commit- 
tee, apparently was in Moscow 
for two months negotiating sec- 
retly for economic help. His 
country’s agriculture has been 
devastated by floods and drought 
and its program of industrializa- 
tion disrupted. | 

To make up the food deficit, 
Peiping has been compelled to 
expend its foreign exchange in 
the West. It has contracted this 
year with Canada and Australia

PLAN REJECTED 
SUSSKIND SAY 


NEW YORK—June 21 (AP)— 
Television producer David Suss- 
kind testified today that the 
three major television networks 
have rejected a proposal for 
former President Harry S. Tru- 
man to do 26 one-hour shows. 

Susskind told a hearing con- 
ducted by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission _ that 
the programs would have related 
the story of Truman’s adminis- 
tration. 

He said it was ironic that, 
while the i.etworks turned down 
the project “for various rea- 
sons,’ the head of the British 
Broadcasting Co. had expressed 
an interest in rights to the pro- 
gram in England. 

Plans to Go Ahead. 


Susskind said he intended to 
go ahead with the project,. fi- 
nance it himself, and ‘‘if neces- 
sary, go from city to city, sta- 
tion to station, and sell it in- 
dividually.”’ 

Susskind said television pro- 
graming reached a new low this 
year—and that it will be. still 
lower next season. 

“I tremble for next year,’ he 
told the FCC. The commission 
is inquiring at the hearing into 
Creative aspects of network pro- 
graming. 

Susskind said he spoke as a 
father, a citizen and as a person 
in the television industry. 

“This year marked the nadir,” 
he said. Then he declared that 
next season’s scheduling would 
*“‘make this year look like the 
golden age of television.”’ 

Year of the Western. 

He said this was “the year of 
the western and private eye’’ 
with the “stirring exception”’ of 
public affairs programs that con- 
stituted 10 per cent of the sched- 
ules. 

The remaining 90 per cent, he 
said, was ‘‘a travesty, a waste, a 
gigantic comic strip, a huge ho- | 
hum.” | 

Asked what brought about the 
current state, Susskind said the | 
reasons were many, including | 
“the death-grip on programing 
by the networks where former- 
ly it was possible to sell to a 
host of advertisers or agencies.” 

3 Make Decisions. 

He testified that the three 
men who head the major - net- 
works make ail programing de- 
cisions. He said they must be 
sold on the concept of a pro- 
gram or ‘‘you simply don’t get 
on the air.”’ 


He said ‘‘this vice was born 


of payola and the quiz scan- 
dals’” in the sense that those 
in charge took the view that 
*‘we’ll take over control so it 
won't happen again.”’ 

Another reason, he said, wa 
“the mad race for ratings . 
almost paranoic.”’ 

Carbon-Copy Psvycho’ogy. 

Still another reason, Susskind 
said, was ‘‘the carbon-copy psy- 
chology” of ‘running with the 
pack in imitation of successful 
programs.” 

Susskind, who said he had pro- 
duced between 700 and 1000 tele- 
vision programs, picked up a 
newspaper listing today’s tele- 
vision programs. 

“The daytime schedule is a 
scandal,”’ he said. ‘‘The nigat- 
time schedule is a disgrace.” 

He said the American Broad- 
casting Co. put on “the cheapest 
and most vicarious type of pro- 
grams” and that the other net- 
works imitated ABC. 

Takes FCC to Task. 

Susskind said the FCC was 
partly responsible for the state 
of television through inertia and , 
inefficiency and ‘‘failing to call | 
licensees to task, failing to do 
the job of inspection.”’ 

David Davidson, national 
chairman of the Writers Guild of 
America said earlier that some 
playwrights who formerly wrote 
scripts for major television ,pro- 
grams are turning Out soap Op- 
eras under assumed name.

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TRYING 10 SPEED 
BILL FOR U.S 
PARK IN OZARKS

WASHINGTON, June 21 — An 
effort is being made to speed 
congressional action on a bill 
that would establish a large na- 
tional area in the Missouri 
Ozarks. 


Development of a more favor- |? 


able attitude toward the project, 


which has drawn substantial op- § 


position in south central Mis- 
souri, was said to be respon- 
sible. 


As a result of the speedup ef- 


fort, hearings on the measure, | 


previously not expected to be 
held for several months, now 
are scheduled tentatively for 
early in July. 


Supporters of the bill said it 
is not likely that the hearings 
will be fdllowed by final con- 
gressional action this year, al- 
though they held out the pos- 
sibility that the Senate might act 
on the measure. Holding hear- 
ings, however, would clear the 
way for an early effort to pass 
the bill next year. 


113,008 Acres Involved. 


The measure would create the 
Ozark Rivers National Monument 
and make it part of the national 
park system. The monument 
area would consist of 113,000 
acres of land to be acquired by 
the Federal Government about 
175 miles southwest of St. Louis 
along the Current, Jack’s Fork 
and Eleven Point rivers. 


Making the move to expedite 
*onsidetation of the bill are Sen- 
ators Stuart Symington and Ed- 
ward V. Long and Representa- 
teve Richard H. Ichord (Dem.). 
The Missourians are sponsors of 
she pending legislation. 

Ichord said it was decided to 
seek early hearings after sub- 
stantial sentiment in favor of 
the proposed monument devel- 
oped in the area affected. Sup- 
port for the project became evi- 
dent in a series of public meet- 
ings in the area last month, he 
said. The meetings, at which 
plans for the monument were ex- 
plained, were conducted by rep- 
resentatives of the National Park 
Service and Ichord’s staff. 


He asserted that the monu- | 


ment proposal now has majority 
support in the Eighth Congres- 


sional District which he repre- | 
gents although some landowners | 


still are opposed. The district 
represented by Ichord would 
encompass nearly al] of the pro- 
posed recreational area.

Noting that similar efforts have | 
failed in the past in connection | 
with other federal recreational | 
areas, Ichord predicted that the 
attempt to obtain payments in 
lieu of local taxes would have 
to be abandoned. 

The payments were intended 
to offset tax losses by counties 
in the area until expected new 
revenue resulting from economic 
development stimulated by the) 
monument is received. Ichord | 
pointed out, however, that the | 
Federal Government has con-| 
sistently opposed such payments. | 

Other Changes Urged. | 

Department of the Interior of- 
ficials have suggested three 
other major changes as well as 
some minor revisions in the 
bill. One of the changes would 
allow the Interior Department 
to exchange land it might ac- 
quire outside the monument for 
land within its boundaries. Land | 
outside the contemplated boun- | 
daries might be acquired under | 
a provision requiring the Gov-| 
ernment to purchase all of any 
farm of fewer than 500 acres in 
any case where part of the 
property is acquired. 

The third change is a tech- 
nical revision of a provision that 
would allow property owners 
whose land is taken for the 
monument to use the land for 
residential purposes during their 
lifetime. 

Ichord said he was confident |

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LAOS PRINGES: 


NEAR ACCORD ON 
UNIFIED ARMY 


ZURICH, : Switzerland, June 21 | 
(AP) — The military strongman | 
of Laos’s pro-Western govern-— 
ment announced today that vir- | 
tua! agreement had been reached | 
on unifying the fighting forces 
of his nation’s three rival fac- 
tions. 

“Some points remain to be | 
discussed, but they are minor | 
ones,” said Gen. Phoumi. 
Nosavan, after a working ses- 
sion of key advisers to the poli- 
ticlan princes now holding a 
summit meeting in this Swiss | 
city, 

Nosavan said the three sides 
agreed on most problems con- 
nected with integrating the coun- 
try’s armies. This indicated that 
one of the most important ob- 
stacles to agreement among the 
three sides had been virtually 
overcome, 

It appeared to leave unsettled 
the problem of administering 
provinces now under military 
control by the pro-Communist | 
forces. 

Phoumi’s statement was ech- 
oed by Quinim Phosena of 
Prince Souvanna Phouma’s neu- | 
tralist faction. ‘‘There are more | 
reasons to be optimistic today,” 
he said. 

Phoumi Vongvichit of the pro- | 
Communist Pathet Lao rebels | 
acknowledged that there had ' 
been a ‘certain, rapproche- | 
ment,” but he declined to as- 
sess the chances for success of 
the meeting. 

In Geneva, 200 miles away, | 
delegates from Western and | 
Communist nations argued about 
ways to make Laos independent | 
and neutral, with the Commnu- 
nists adamantly opposing any- 
thing that would prevent the 
Reds from taking over the South- 
east Asian kingdom.

the prime recommendations of 
the declaration. The policy was 
adopted by the Eighty-third Con- 
gress and removes the Federal 
Government from the adminis- 


' tration of Indian affairs, return- 


ing the 
tribes. 

Reorganizatian of the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs is among the 
major recommendations. The 
declaration calls for abolition of 
the bureau’s area offices with 
the responsibilities of these of- 
fices to be turned over to reser- 
vation superintendents. 

Federal economic assistance to 
establish industries and other 
activities on reservations is high 
among the needs listed.

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Cuba May Be Communist State 
Without Functioning as a 


Classical Soviet Satellite 


Castro Not Likely to Be a Fledgling 
Tito—He Accepts Russia as Leading 


Exponent of Socialism, Which Yugo- 


slavia Does Not.

IF CUBA BECOMES A COMMUNIST STATE—all indications 
are that it is moving in that direction—the result may be a new 


sort of Communism with its own peculiar features. 
It would be closely tied to the Soviet Union but not necessarily 


functioning as a classical Soviet 

The impressions gathered in 
Havana by this correspondent in 
@ visit there last week add up 
to a picture of an emerging Com- 
mumist system whose architects 
do not consider it necessary to 
follow entirely the systems in the 
European or Asian members of 
the Red bloc. 


This does not mean that Cuba 
is imitating Yugoslavia in build- 
ing a form of national Commu- 
nism and that Premier Castro 
may be a fledgling Tito, as some 
observers once thought. Cuba 
under Castro accepts not only 
the orthodox Marxist - Leninist 
precepts for the eventual crea- 
tion of a classless society but 
also the role of the Soviet Union 
as the leading exponent of So- 
cialism, which Josip (Tito) 
Broz’s Yugoslavia does not. 


YET THE CUBAN attitude to- 
ward the Soviet Union is far 
more relaxed and casual than 
that of the old European satel- 
lites. The top Cuban leadership 
is thankful to the Soviet Union 
for economic and military as- 
sistance in the last 18 months, 
but there is no effort at estab- 
lishing a Soviet cult in the man- 
ner of the European satellites. 


In the course of the same 
lengthy conversation last week 
with visiting United States re- 
porters, including this corre- 
spondent, Castro first declared 
that every revolution “must find 
its own form.” Then he stated 
that he had chosen Socialism for 
Cuba as the most suitable sys- 
tem for developing the country. 


These two concepts can be 
reconciled, Castro explained, be- 
cause in accepting Socialism, 
Cuba does not deny itself the 
right to work out its own varia- 
tions on the basic theme. 

Beginning in 1959, the 
leadership played up the 
revolution as a deeply Cuban 
and national undertaking, aimed 
at freeing the country from for- 
eign, meaning United States, 
control. 


ONCE THE FACT of the ‘Cu- 
banism”™ of the revolution was 
thus established in the minds of 
persons lacking any semblance 
of political sophistication, the 
Castro regime began shifting 
the revolution toward the ex- 
treme left and toward increas- 
ingly close ties with the Commu- 
nist world.

Thus presented, Socialism and 
Communism could not fail to be 
accepted by the Cuban masses. 
Superbly conducted indoctrina- 
tion—held in schools, factories, 
land co-operatives and militia 
units—did the rest. 

Putting his arm around a 
grinning Soviet farm specialist, 
a ‘‘people’s farm’’ foreman. at 
the Camilo Cienfuegos farm in 
Matanzas province, where Cas- 
tro took the group of United 
States reporters last week, ex- 
pressed the sentiment of much of 
the rural population about Rus- 
sia and Communism. 


“Why shouldn't we like the 
Russians?”’ the foreman asked. 
“They send us oil and machines 
and technicians while you Ameri- 
cans send us bombs from the 
skies and saboteurs.”’ 


CASTRO MAKES the same 
point, but he goes far beyond 
this in showing his admiration 
for the Russians. 

He is impressed with Soviet 
technological progress, and sev- 


eral times in the night and the | 


day he spent with the reporters 
he repeated that Russia produced 
more engineers and scientists 
than the United States and that 
it was bound to catch up with it 
in production, 

“What will you Americans do 
when that happens?’ he asked. 
**You will lose your markets and 
you will, then be forced to en-

Nevertheless, the Cuban re- 
gime is not inclined, at least | 
now, to make Cuba a full-fledged | 
Communist satelite. 

Diplomats in Havana who 
know Castro well doubt seriously 
whether he is contemplating en- 
tering into a formal alliance 
with the Soviet bloc, by joining 
the Warsaw Pact or a similar 
alliance. 

The consensus among those 
observers is that he prefers to 
maintain a more flexible rela- 
tionship with Moscow because of 
the adverse impact that a formal 
tie would have on his efforts to 
persuade Latin America to imi- 
tate his social revolution. 


THERE CAN BE no question 
that the Cuban economy is so 
dependent on the Soviet Union 
that with one stroke of the pen 
Moscow could push Cuba into 
collapse. 

But Castro seems convinced—

Last Day in Court 


On the final day of its 1960-61 term, the 
United States Supreme Court delivered sev- 
eral major decisions and one that might be 
termed a revealing indecision. Of all these 
the most important was the 5-4 reversal of 
rulings that allowed state courts to use illegal- 
ly-obtained evidence. 

In this case, Cleveland police had invaded 
a woman's home without a warrant and pre- 
sumably to look for policy-game paraphernalia 
and other things, but instead arrested the 
woman for possessing obscene material. Jus- 
tice Clark, with the support of Chief Justice 
Warren and Justices Black, Douglas and Bren- 
nan, ruled that Ohio could not employ such 
evidence in a criminal proceeding. 


While the decision establishes precedent, 
it also marks another extension of a long 
process of bringing what Justice Clark calls 
common sense and morality to search pro- 
cedures. Long ago the court ruled illegally- 
obtained evidence out of federal trials; last 
year it overturned the “silver platter” doc- 
trine which had permitted federal officers to 
use such evidence obtained by state officers. 

Now the court holds that the Fourteenth 
Amendment extends the protections of the 
Constitution against illegal search to the states. 
The contrary argument was based partly on 
the 1949 Weeks case. But even there the court 
held that no state could “affirmatively” sanc- 
tion police invasions of privacy without violat- 
ing the Fourteenth Amendment. If states 
cannot violate the Constitution affirmatively, 
they should not be. permitted to violate it 
less obtrusively.

In a second search case, involving Missouri, 
a unanimous court overruled procedures 
adopted under this state's obscenity statute. 
In 1957, Kansas City police obtained a war- 
rant to search several news distributing com- 
panies. They seized more than a thousand 
copies of 280 publications of which 100 were 
later found to be obscene in court. Justice 
Brennan held that the search violated due 
process under the Fourteenth Amendment. 
He noted that the search was begun upon the 
judgment of a single policeman, not of a 
judge, and the effect was to withhold for two 
months 180 publications not found. to be 
obscene. 

Justice Brennan also said that the Missouri 
Supreme Court, in upholding this procedure, 
mispla¢ed its reliance on the Kingsley Books 
case in New York. New York issues injunc- 
tions against obscene material after a fair 
court hearing; the dangers of prior censorship 
are thus avoided and the law can reach both 
news dealers and publishers who violate the 
injunctions. By contrast, Missouri's law has 
permitted intrusions into constitutional rights 
without being truly effective against the worst 
purveyors of obscenity. The Legislature would 
do well to study the New York law.

With another unanimous decision, the court 
upset a Maryland constitutional requirement 
that public officials swear to a belief in God. 
Justice Black held that no American govern- 
ment can force a person to profess either 
belief or disbelief in any religion. He ob- 
served that the Maryland colonizer, George 
Calvert, Lord Baltimore, had sought to estab- 
lish a colony free from the religious persecu- 
tions he had known as a Catholic in England. 
In any event, freedom to believe also means 
freedom to disbelieve or to doubt, and the Con- 
stitution permits no enforced religious tests. 

The one case in which the Supreme Court 
refused to rule left undisturbed an old Con- 
necticut law which makes it a crime to use 
birth control devices or for doctors to advise 
their use. Dr. C. Lee Buxton of the Yale Medi- 
cal School and two married women patients 
argued that pregnancy could have dangerous 
results in the two cases. They contended 
that the law deprived them of constitutional 
rights essential to their welfare. 


Announcing the 5-4 vote against interven- 
tion, Justice Frankfurter noted that Connecti- 
cut has not prosecuted anyone under the anti- 
birth control law in 80 years, save for one 
limited case. The majority obviously felt 
there was no justiciable case where no dam- 
age had been done. It is a peculiar reflection 
on Connecticut’s law that it stands because it 
is not employed and can safely be ignored. 
Even there, however, the Supreme Court may 
act if individual rights are openly threatened 
as they were in the other cases. 


Seasonal Sadness 


There is a touch of sadness in the summer 
season. Starting today, each day will be a 
little shorter than the day before. So on and 
on until winter—of which each day’s lessened 
portion of sunshine is a reminder. But many 
a flower is still to bloom. Many a fish is still 
to be caught. Most of the year’s swimming 
weather is still ahead. School is out of mind, 
and the crops are not yet ripe. So perhaps the 
daily reminder of what’s to come really is an 
exhortation to enjoy what’s here for the en- 
joying. A touch of bitter to flavor the sweet. 
The reverse of winter’s lengthening days 
which are a promise of what’s to come. It’s 
here now. 


FAA’s Catalog of Booms 


Physicians as well as physicists have agreed 
that noise is a curse of modern life. If ways 
can be found to take action simply, easily and 
cheaply against any of the many excessive, 
unreasonable and unnecessary noises, they 
should be heartily encouraged by all hands. 
So the Federal Aviation Agency is to be com- 
mended for initiating a six-month flight test 
and community survey program devoted to 
the sonic boom which the jet age has brought 
upon our ears, 

The sonic boom comes from a plane flying 
faster than the speed of sound. Shock waves 
surging from a plane’s nose and tail cause 
groundlings to think they have heard a clap 
of thunder or, especially when windows or 
crockery break, an explosion. Thus far there 
is no sure way of avoiding this Jovian thunder. 
And as aviation circles expect the supersonic 


airliner to be with us within a decade, the 


booms seem likely to be much more preva- 
lent unless a panacea is found. . 
With the aid of Air Force supersonic planes, 
the FAA will take time by the forelock, com- 
piling a decibel catalog of sonic boom meas- 
urements at high and low altitudes with climb 
and descent maneuvers. FAA also’plans to 
judge public reaction to the various types of 
boom. The gathering of reaction to this kind 
of noise that bellows down out of the sky 
should not be difficult. The big difficulty will 
be to decide what can be done about the noise. 
And if no solution seems likely, perhaps, 


just as the Air Force euphemized the boom 
by calling it the “sound of security,” the FAA 
can refer to it as the sound of prosperity while 
continuing to seek a silencer. 


Back to Castro 


The facts of life, both economic and politi- 
cal, have compelled the Tractors-for-Freedom 
Committee to reject Fidel Castro’s latest pro- 
posals for a prisoner exchange. On its part 
the private committee has replied with a take- 
it-or-leave-it offer that leaves room only for 
an answer by noon Friday. 

What the committee proposes is to exchange 
500 farm-type tractors for 1214 Castro prison- 
ers of the Cuban invasion. That is what the 
committee has proposed all along. What Cas- 
tro had demanded was 500 big bulldozers or 
small tractors costing a money equivalent 
which he put at $28,000,000, in exchange for 
1173 prisoners. 

Cuba’s dictator cannot fairly be accused 
of altering his original proposal as far as bull- 
dozers are concerned. He first asked for bull- 
dozers, on May 17, and was offered tractors. 
But when he insisted on tractors to the tune 
of 28 millions, he put his exchange beyond 
practical possibility. The American commit- 
tee could raise $2,500,000 for 500 smaller trac- 
tors; whether it could ever raise ten times 
that is doubtful. That is the economic fact. 

Castro can rightly be charged with trying 
to back down on the number of prisoners he 
offered. Cuba listed 1214 of them. He has 
cut the number to 1173, and says he will only 
trade three invasion leaders for three prison- 
ers held in American jails—one of these a 
child killer. The private committee can- 
not negotiate over men convicted by our 
courts, and the Government has no part in 
Pr prisoner exchange. That is the political 

act. 

Since May, Castro’s maneuvers have shown 
his reluctance to go through with the deal. 
No doubt that is because a trade of men for 
machines would look bad to most of Latin 
America, and indeed his backing and filling 
must look even worse. Now, to insist on an 
impossible price as to the machines makes 
the arrangement unfeasible. To subtract pris- 
oners for reasons of political bargaining is 
thoroughly reprehensible. The committee 
could not agree to such a deal. What Castro 
agrees to, if anything, should soon be clear. 


Time to Ban Auto Fumes 


The deleterious effect of automobile exhaust 
fumes has become an old story—and not only 
in smog-blanketed Los Angeles. The United 
States Public Health Service has indicated 
the fumes are a factor in cancer, respiratory 
diseases and eye troubles—and damaging to 
plant and animal life, too. Engineers have 
announced various devices to eliminate them. 
Yet the auto-makers have done little more 
than to say that such devices will be available 
in California next year—as required by law. 

Why not elsewhere? A little less power or 
a little less chrome probably would take care 
of the cost. If Detroit does not show more 
concern for public health then it is up to 
local and state agencies to take action. Best 
of all might be the national legislation which 
Senator Maurine Neuberger of Oregon plans 
to introduce. 

Continuation of a preventable health men- 
ace is intolerable. 


A General’s Word for It 


We are sorry Gen. Anthony McAuliffe is 
sorry he said “Nuts!” to the German com- 
mander who wanted him to surrender Bas- 
togne in the Battle of the Bulge. Nor do we 
agree that ‘“‘all anyone remembers” about the 
heroic defense of his outnumbered paratroop- 
ers “is that one lousy word.” It seems to us, 
instead, to occupy a strikingly similar rela- 
tionship to the Bastogne epic that nuts do to a 
fine meal: a small but crowning climax to an 
unforgettable occasion. Given the time and 
place and, last but not least, given Gen. Mc- 
Auliffe, it was le mot juste. 

Undoubtedly other commanding officers 
might and probably would have phrased their 
reply differently. It is easy to imagine the 
thunderous rhetoric with which Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur would have dismissed the enemy’s 
impudence in a few score well-chosen words. 
Gen. Lucius Clay could have dealt with the 
exigency in plain but noble Midwestern. ac- 
cents. Gen. Patton would have been enabled to 
scorch his adversary with a free-wheeling flow 
of indignation which would have baffled trans- 
lation into the German to this day. 

Gen. McAuliffe’s response may not have 
been couched in the purest West Point prose. 
It may even seem to some to lack dignity; but 
if it did, it possessed something that was a 
great deal better. It expressed, in a nutshell, 
the spirit that held the garrison against forces 
many times larger till relief came. Should 
Gen. McAuliffe be sorry he said it? Nuts! 


Poor Package for Voters 


The Missouri Legislature has completed ac- 
tion on its highway package plan, and it is a 
poor package. Nevertheless, Gov. Dalton may 
feel obliged to sign the bill raising the gaso- 
line tax from 3 to 5 cents a gallon. That is 
the only way the state highway system can 
receive any more money. 

Unfortunately, the main state system would 
have this added revenue for no more than six 
months, beginning Oct. 14. During those 
months the voters will be asked to vote on an- 
other part of the package—a constitutional 
amendment giving 1 cent of the increase 
to the Highway Department and dividing the 
other cent among cities and counties, while 
abolishing city gas taxes. This proposal was 
wrapped up by rural road interests and the 
powerful oil lobby which hopes to get rid of 
the municipal levies. | 

One Senator made it plain that the revenue 
for the state system was packaged with the 
diversion for local roads to assure Highway 
Department support. Inside the package is 
a kind of bribe to take all or get nothing. But 
what counts now is what the voters will do. 

Most Missouri voters live in urban areas, 
and they contribute most of the highway reve- 
nue. They will have doubts about diverting 


their money to rural roads which, in general, — 


already have unusual state support. They 
will know that the mayors of St. Louis and 
Kansas City opposed abolition of city gas 
taxes as an invasion of home rule. And they 
may properly ask that, if there is to be a tax 
increase, the revenue go to the main state 
system which serves everybody, rural or ur- 
ban. Inadequate aid for state highways is a 
high price for breaking the constitutional 
precedent against diversion of state road 
revenue, |

Why Russia Seems Confident 


Balance of Power Has Shifted, U.S. Is Timid and Defensive, News Analyst Contends 


Howard K. Smith in a 
C.B.S. News Report 


The bald truth is Russia is rejecting 
relations with America in any mean- 
ingful sense regardless of whether 
Khrushchev shouts or smiles. There 
can be no more fruitful field for analy- 
sis than to ask and try to answer—what 
has happened? 

The first and most important ele- 
ment of an answer is probably just 
what Khrushchev has said it is—the 
balance of power has shifted from our 
advantage to Russia’s. Russia long ago 
' broke our monopo- 
ly on nuclear ex- 
plosives and now 
has rough parity in 
means of annihila- 
tion with us. 

However, that did 
not at first equalize 
advantage, for Rus- 
sia had no equal means of getting her 
bombs at us. Her program for making 
missiles—both long-range ones to hit the 
United States from Russia, and shorter 
range ones to knock out our bases 
around Russia—that program matured 
in secret. The achievement of Sputnik 
in 1957 revealed Russia's lead and the 
change in the plans of power. 


It is noteworthy that the change 
in Khrushchev’s attitude dates from 
around that time. Up until then, the 
Russians had seemed anxious to nego- 
tiate a genuine disarmament plan with 
us in meetings in London. Suddenly, 
the Russians abandoned interest and 
the talks collapsed. 

Meanwhile, the United States Gov- 
ernment let America’s conventional 
armed forces deteriorate. The very 
rifle American soldiers carry is anti- 
quated. Not only the Russians, but 
our own NATO allies, have more mod- 
ern rifles than American soldiers do. 
Maneuvers have shown that the airlift 
capability to move our troops to trou- 
ble spots was very poor. 


The condition of our basic power to 
forestall Russia. was revealed with 
blunt frankness by President Ejisen- 
hower in a news conference two years 
ago. On March 11, 1959, Eisenhower 
was asked by a reporter about the 
Berlin crisis which Khrushchev had 
then dared to launch. Mr. Eisenhower 
answered, and I quote, ‘‘Wé are cer- 
tainly not going to fight a ground war

in Europe. I say to you, we just don’t 
want to be fighting battles where we 
are always at a disadvantage’ In 
other words, we were not in a position 
to resist Khrushchev by conventional 
forces, in which he is superior to us. 

The question was put later in the 
same news conference whether, then, 
we would fight a nuclear war to resist 
Khrushchev in Berlin. The President, 
Mr. Eisenhower, answered, “Well, I 
don’t know how you could free anything 
with nuclear weapons. Destruction is 
not a good police force. Nuclear war 
is a self-defeating thing.” 

In other words we were not prepared 
to use nuclear weapons either. To 
conclude: the President virtually said 
we are unable to resist Khrushchev. 
And on that conclusion, or that invita- 
tion, Khrushchev has been acting ever 
since with increasing bravado, the lat- 
est alarming degree of which we have 
watched in the past week. 

The main element of an answer to 
why we have grown timid and the 
Russians confident is thus, that power 
has truly shifted. Another element of 
an answer is the absence of imagina- 
tive policies on the part of the United 
States. In the past eight to ten years, 
the United States has lived on Presi- 
dent Truman’s policies—adequate to a 
decade ago, but increasingly unsuited 
to changing times, 

We push alliances with some of the 
most reactionary forces in Asia with 
the result of continuous upheavals to 


our disadvantage and easy infiltration 
of our side in Asia by Communist 
guerrillas. Foreign aid has been in many 
cases an uncertain annual handout. 
Our Western allies have been left to 
move away from us towards a policy 
of self-protection, as in the case of 
France, or to gravitate as in Britain 
towards pacifism. And, we have taken 
Latin America for granted, failing to 
see that its own native and growing 
poverty plus Communist infiltration are 
turning against us. 

Meanwhile at home, our national 
economy lags behind the economies of 
even our European allies and a preju- 
dice against paying the price necessary 
to being a power has become a politi- 
cal religion in the United States. 

If the thought is melancholy we can 
take comfort from the fact that in a 
brief four months in office, President 
Kennedy has begun making changes 
just about as fast as the national mood 
and the power at his disposal permit. 

Deputy Defense Secretary Gilpatric 
re-stated our plan to build up conves- 
tional forces and, contrary to Eisep- 
hower, he has said we would use nt- 
clear weapons if we have to. Pregi- 
dent Kennedy has proposed a foreign 
aid bill permitting long-range planning 
for the first time, releasing United 
States policy from the straitjacket of 
single-year planning. Against great 
odds, his housing bill got through the 
Senate. His education bill is gaining 
support in the nation by all indications, 

In the outside world, France has di§- 
tinctly come closer to the United Stateg 
in NATO as a result of the President's 
Paris visit. In Britain, the mighty 
London Times sharply criticized Prime 
Minister Macmillan for weak leader- 
ship and for allowing the impression 
that Britain is not firmly with America 
to spread. In Egypt, Nasser’s periodi- 
cals are in a word-war with his erst- 
while benefactor, Khrushchev, demon- 
strating to the neutral countries the 
problems of being neutral with Russia. 
And, in the United Nations, the United 
States has boldly stood by the new na- 
tions, even breaking with our allies, 
on the case of Angola. 

We are timid and on the defensive. 
But, there is a strong impression that 
the President knows what the score 
is, and if he is given time he will 
make it add up favorably to the United 
States.

Bob Gibson, who had a one- 
hitter for six innings and a two- 
hitter for eight, won the second 
game, 6-3, on a five-hitter, as 
the Birds ended Joey Jay’s 
eight-game winning streak and 
the Reds’ six-game string. 

Lynch’s line single over sec- 
ond baseman Alex Grammas’s 
head robbed Carl Sawatski, the 
top St. Louis pinch-hitter, of an- 
other chance for glory.

‘Lynch is the best pinch-hitter 
I've ever seen — that is, ex- 
cluding myself,”’ said Cincinnati 
Manager Fred Hutchinson. ‘‘] 
was a pretty good hitter in my 
day, you know.” 

Hutch said he was aware that 
he was taking in a lot of terri- 
tory in both major leagues. 

Like Hutchinson, Sawatski 
rates Lynch No. 1 because of his 
power as well as high average 
as a pinch-hitter. Last season 
the Redleg batted a lofty .288 
coming off the bench. This sea- 
son he is .409 as a pinch-hitter 
with nine hits in 22 times at 
bat, including three home runs 
and four doubles. 

“I was with the Phillies when 
Dave Philley hit .400 as a pinch- 
hitter,” Sawatski said, ‘‘but 
Dave hit a lot of bloopers off 
his fists. This guy Lynch hits 
for good power as well as av- 
erage, and he can hit the left- 
handers as well as the right- 
handers.”’ 

Sadecki Gives Up Hit. 

Lynch proved that point by 
getting his important hit off 
southpaw Ray Sadecki last 
night. 

Not even Lynch could save 
the Reds in the second game as 
Gibson won his fifth, striking 
out seven and walking three. 
Gibson has lost three times. 

‘‘“Gibson’s fast ball was tail- 
ing and sinking and never was 
better,” gaid catcher Jim 
Schaffer.

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Clutch Putt by Kocsis Gives U.S. Carling C up Win Over 


3 Straight 


Triumphs 


For Yanks

The gallery that ringed the 
eighteenth green on the Old War- 
son Country Club course at 6 
o'clock yesterday was hushed. 
Chuck Kocsis stoopdd over his 
putter, took a couple of short 
Swings at the grass and then 
pushed the ball four feet into 
the cup and gave the United 
States its third consecutive vic- 
tory over Canada in the annual 
Carling Cup golf matches. 


Until that dramatic shot, Koc- 
sis, a Detroit amateur, had been 
playing in the hulking shadow of 
his partner, professional star 
Julius Boros. 


And there was “Big Julie” 
holding the trump if Kocsis 
missed. Boros, about three feet 
away himself, had failed on a 
314 footer on No. 17 and allowed 
the Canadians to tie. And it was 
a safe bet that Boros woudn’t 
miss again. 


Kocsis’s stoke was the closing 
touch in a scrambling finish for 
Uncle Sam's team. The victory, 
by a 744 to 4% point margin, 
was the U.S.'s third straight in 
five meetings of the eight-man 
teams, made up of four pros and 
four amateurs from each coun- 
try. 

The one-day tourney, played 
before an estimated crowd of 
25900 for the benefit of St. Louis 
Childrens’ Hospital, was a four- 
ball, best-ball match scored on 
the Nassau system, one point for 
the first nine holes, one point for 
the second nine and a point for 
the winning total. A pro and an 
amateur from each _ country 
played in a twosome against an 
American combination. 


The triumph for the United 
States began to take shape on 
the sixteenth hole when pro Ed 
Vossler sank a 10-foot putt for 
a birdie four.

“When they brought me the 
plan for this particular flight | 
over Russia, I approved it as 
one among several within an in- 
telligence policy already adopted. 
I had no thought of it having any 
possible bearing upon the sum- 
mit meeting or my forthcoming 
trip to Moscow 

Adams says Gen. Eisenhower 
felt that Khrushchev had used 
the flight as an excuse to break 
up the summit conference and to 
cancel the President’s invitation 
to Moscow, but that the real 
reason was the Russian Pre- 
mier’s desire to divert atten- 
tion from his own faltering pres- 
tige throughout the world.

When Team A held the North- 
South cards, the bidding went 
as shown. The two club bid was 
artificial and forcing to game. 
The heart response was ace- 
showing and did not necessarily 
indicate a heart suit. South 
eventually became declarer at 
six spades after East-West had 
contested in diamonds. 

West led a diamond which 
declarer ruffed. After drawing 
two rounds of trumps, South 
ran five heart tricks, discarding 
a club from dummy, and con- 
ceded a club. He scored 1430 
points for the slam. An opening 
heart lead, followed by a club 
return, would have defeated 
the contract two tricks. 

At the second table, where 
Team B held the North-South 
cards, the bidding went:

spades (possibly six hearts) in 
the bidding sequence shown. He 
should have counted on North 
for spade support as well as 
the ace of hearts, and should 
have assumed that the only pos- 
sible loser was a club. 

It is true that neither six 
spades nor six hearts could be 
made on the actual hand, with 
proper defense, but there was 
no way for South to know this. 
He had the values to bid the 
slam and should have acted ac- 
cordingly. 

The error turned out to be 
doubly expensive. South led the 
king of spades and that was 
the last trick his side took. He 
switched to the king of hearts, 
but declarer ruffed, drew two 
rounds of trumps, took a club 
finesse, and made six diamonds 
doubled. 

This came to a tidy 1540 points, 
and the outcome of the deal 
was that Team A made a slam 
with the North-South cards and 
then proceeded to make a slam 
with the Edst-West cards. The 


total damage was 2970 points.

WHEN NEW PATIENTS ar- 
rived at the office of Dr. A. Mc- 
Quillan, dentist, they often as- 
sumed that the pretty, dark- 
haired girl was the receptionist 
or nurse.

Now she forestalls the 
situation by saying, “I am Dr. 
Ann McQuillan,’’ when a patient 
comes in for the first time. 

Dr. McQuillan is one of a very 
small minority group, the 1.2 per 
cent of dentists who are women. 
In Russia, most dentists are 
women. In many European aiid 
South American countries 50 per 
cent of the dentists are women, 
but in the United States they 
have met with dissuasion, dis- 
couragement and in some cases, 
discrimination. 

Happily this is not the case 
locally. At Washington Univer- 
sity’s School of Dentistry, which 
has two women faculty members, 
one recent graduate and two 
students, Dean Leroy Boling 
would like to have many more 
women among his 200 students. 
As for the women themselves, 
they have weighed the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of being 
a woman in a man's field and 
have decided they like it. 

“At first I thought I might 
have to be a suffragette,” said 
Dr. McQuillan, a 1959 graduate, 
now a practicing dentist and 
part time instructor in clinical 
radiology at the school. “But I 
found no discrimination at all. 
Everyone was wonderful to me. 
Even in practice now, I find no

The chil- 
dren were taken away from her and she was forbidden to see 
the children until they are 21. I know she made a great mis- 
take but she was not responsible at that time for her actions. 
She recently found out that her children are in a certain in- 
stitution, To see them, to just hear the sound of their voices, 
would mean everything to this mother who in one insane 
moment gave up everything she had to live for. I know you 
have helped so many people. I wonder if you could help to 
bring this mother and her children together again.

This is a tragic story. If the mother deserted her 
children during a nervous breakdown she deserves help 
now. I suggest you or she go to the Lawyers Reference 
Service in the Civil Courts Building and talk to the 
lawyer in charge. The initial visit will cost only one 
dollar. The phone is GArfield 1-6154 and it would be 
best to phone for an appointment, If there is hope that 
something can be done, the Reference Service will see 
that this mother is put in touch with a lawyer who 
would be willing to handle her case for a fee which 
would be within her limited means.
